Rule 5 i It is axiomatic but perhaps should lie stated that play- 
ers eliminated from a game may not become atandbys in the same game, 
((Oh, of course.)) This was a subject of a recent poll by Erehwon , 

Rule 10 ; Is there any situation where a player intending to~cTe- 
ceive another player, may involve the Gamesmaster? For example, sup- 
pose a player in trying to get another player to go along with a com- 
plicated set of moves wrote a player, "The moves you suggest would 
not work because I discussed that particular situation with the 
G-amesmaster and his ruling was you would be annihilated," when in 
fact he either never discussed the situation with the G-amesmaster, 
or if he did, the Gamesmaster ruled contrarily.

You remark (#191, p. 10) about the non-ratification by the US of the 
1925 Geneva protocol (on gas warfare). The latest issue of American 
Heritage , while discussing the life of the (I believe senior ) Senator 
from Now York at the time the treaty came before the Senate, credits 



him with having said that gas warfare was, if anything, more huamno 
than the other weapons used in the GreatrWar, with the Implication 
that there wore other weapons which might hotter be banned first. 
They suggest, on what authority I know not, that this remark was of 
valtl© in defeating tho treaty at that time. 

((In (HUUSTARK #152, Rod Walker ipse dixit that the American 
cho&lcal industry's lobby was a major factor in obtaining the defeat 
of this treaty. ) ) 

This was not precisely accurate a£ that time. The gases used 
in World War I, Chlorine, phosgene, etc. attacked tho lungs (a con- 
dition which recurs in tho same way as malaria) with tho result that 
many WWI Veterans died in tho »20's and »30's as their lungs disap- 
peared.

In fact, anyone with a modern insectlcide^plant capable of 
making malathion need merely reconnect a few pipes., adjust catalysts, 
and do a few similar things to make tabun or relatives, (I am so ad- 
vised by organic chemists 1 know.) Malathion itself is pretty good 
for such purposes - despite the addition of various inert ingredients, 
something between 10 and 103 of our people manage to kill themselves 
with it each year. 

With respect to "there are only two reasons why men join the 
armed forces", you omit tho old stand-by (s) raping, pillaging, and 
looting, (Less applicable now, but nonetheless real.) ((That's 
true. And for testimony to this motive - which, basically, is tho

released. In war all things are permitted, and tho soldier, possess- 
ing nothing, is yet the king of the world." This, on the testimony 
of one of their most honored men, is what it moans to bo a soldier.)) 
Incidentally, who do Israelis join their armed forces? I appreciate 
that this is a dirty question, but I think you have (p. 11 is you?) 
overstated things. 

((It's basically the same reason. There have, after all, been 
other countries that go to war only in their own defense. The fact 
that their frontiers extend further and further after each act of 
self-defense is not polite to notice.)) 

With respect to f 'war is the great destroyer of life, liberty, and 
property" there is a point which I at first did not appreciate. Con- 
sider World War II: While West Germany was freed, Czechoslovakia went 
under.

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Board games have In recent years come to symbolize just, about 
every human activity - war, the stock-market, real estate dealings, 
railroading, and education. It remains Tor the sexzlnes to break 
new ground in this direction. The 15 August 19&9 issue of Fun 
describes a game called Score, complete with an illustration of the 
game board. 

Despite the fact that the illustrated game board is rectangu- 
lar, the one described in the text is square, 10 spaces to a side. 
The object of the game is to collect Status Cards, avoid Frustra- 
tion Cards, get on the Score Track, proceed to its end, and Score. 

Like monopoly, the players use dice (one die on the Score 
Track) and get something every time they pass the beginning space, 
which is labeled "Horny". What they get in this game is a Frustra- 
tion Card. If you get three Frustration Cards, you must go to 
Mental Paralysis and stay there until you throw a double, ("If a 
player lands on the Mental Paralysis square during the regular 
course of play, he is *Just Faking' and may leave any time he 
wants,' 1 ) 

If a player accumulates $ Status Cards he may enter the Score 
Track, This track has 10 squares to the Score goal, but there are 
a few hazards. ( f, k. After she finishes off the wine, she says 
good night and 'leaves* Go directly to., .Masturbation square. . „get 
rid of 1,«, frustration Card,") The squares on the outer track also 
contain such directions as these: 

'* Wm A friend sets you up on a blind date with a research 
assistant from City University,, Roll dice for Outcome. 

'28, You walk down St. Marks Place gaping at all the girls 
who aren't wearing bras. Collect one Frustration Card. 

29. You go out and buy at least 25 of the products advertised 
in the latest Playboy .
